sociation recently measured the 
heart stress on a deer hunter 
“who not only gets his deer but 
who drags it out of the woods 
single-handed.”’ It was too much, 
they found, for 11 per cent of a 
pre-screened group of men over 
40 who had no evidence of heart 
trouble, The men who under. 
Went the tests had previously 
been examined and found to have 
apparently normal hearts, It's 
obvious, therefore, that the haz- 
ards to an unexamined cross-sec- 
tion of hunters over 40 would be 
higher. 

Last year in the State of Cali- 
fornia there were more than 
1,284,948 hunting licenses, tags, 
permits and stamps issued. ‘l’o 
those California hunters who live 
in Alameda County, the local 
Heart Association has this mes- 
sage: . 

Have a complete physical ex- 
amination before you pian your 
hunting trip. Then your doctor 
can, if necessary, suggest ways 
in which you can pace yourself, 
get your deer, and at the same 
time minimize the strains on 
your heart. 

Number one on his list would 
be: Don’t drag the bag! When 
you've downed your deer, let him 
lie until you cant get a couple 
of able-bodied men to help move 
the carcass. And if you have a 
heart condition, let them do this 
job without you. Make your con- 
tribution to the hunting party in 
a less strenuous way. 

Number two: If you have a 
heart condition, take at least one 
member of your party into your 
confidence. ‘Teil hiny what medi- 
cine you take, how it is given and 
the symptoms which inaicate the 
need for medication. He should 
know which pocket you keep it 
in, and the container should 
carry clearly typed instructions. 

Number three: The heart may 
be a lonely hunter, but you 
shouldn't be. Never hunt aioue, 

Number four: Get a good rest 
—preterably a full night s sleep— 
before you set out to nunt. 

Number five: If you're hunting 
at a higher altitude, go a few 
days early. This will give your 
heart time to adjust to the lower 
oxygen content of.the thin air 
betore the stresses and strains 
of hunting are added. 

Number six: Rest as often and 
as long as you have to, before 
you get too tired ;take your stand 
near camp and let the others 
flush.
